If allonce deserved it, 
all must receive it, for God is the 
“‘ same yesterday, to-day, and for 
ever.” No work of man can gain eter- 
nal life. We read of death being the 
wages of sin; but where do we find the 
wages of eternal life? No where; for 
“ the gift of God is eternal life.” A 
gift isnot worked for. Well, we may 
do as we please, say some, if this is 
the case. My friend, all men do pretty 
much so: every man seeks happiness, 
but they take different routes, and of- 
ten get in the wrong path. As to eter- 
nal life, our works have nothing to do 
with it. The way of the transgressor 
is hard, and in well-doing there zs 
much reward—(not will be).

This word, therefore, if rendered in 
all places by eternity or world, will not 
give us the sense: in fact ‘aion’ and 
its derivative should be rendered by 
which 
conveys the meaning of an undefined 
time. The celebrated Clark speaks of 
it thus, (if we remember,) “‘ olam, aion, 
when applied to things which from 
their nature must have a limited du- 


) ration, are properly to be understood 
7 in this sense, but when to things 


which are without duration, must have 
an unlimited sense.” 

I do not object to this, for the nature 
of Deity is unlimited, but thanks be 
to God, the reign of sin is not 80, as 
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Jno. iii. 8. Heb. ii. 14, 15, “where the 
works and the worker, the devil, will be 
destroyed.” Thus if the word, when 
applied to punishment, is limited, 
where is endless misery? God has 
never denounced it on any. We do 
not wish to be wise above what is 
written, and can say, 

‘“* Here stop, my sou!, no further seek to go, 
What God reveals, it is enough to know.” 
And in the rapturous strain of the 
Apocalypse, “ very creature which is 
in heaven, and on the earth and under 
the earth, and such as are in the sea, 
and a// that are in them, heard I, say- 
ing, Blessing, and MHonour, and 
Glorv, and Power, be to Him that 
sitteth on the throne, and unto the 
Lamb, (age lasting) forever.”—Judge 
for yourselves. BEREA. 
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“* Be not anxious for your life.’ Matt vi 31. 
W aKFEFIELD. 

‘* But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God and his righteousness, and all 
these things shall be added unto you.” 

Various means have been tried, 
and various arguments used, te excite 
and persuade mankind to walk in the 
paths of virtue and happiness, and at 
the same time to shun the paths of sin 
and misery. The motive, (so far as 
it has had the real good of man for 
its object,) we are willing to think, 
has been generally good in all: though 
growing out of various causes, man- 
kind have been led to pursue different 
means, which have been attended 
with different degrees of success. The 
hope of reward, and the fear of punish- 
ment, are the two powerful engines 
made use of for the reformation of 
man. While some have urged the 
former, others have dwelt more upon 
the latter; but both have generally 
been carried into eternity as the con- 
sequences of virtue or vice in this life. 
But whether the scriptures will war- 
rant us in extending the idea of re- 
wards, as rewards, thus far, will, to 
say the least, admit of a question. 

‘A reward, as such, is in the nature 
of a debt, which is due to the reci- 
pient, in consequence of something 
done either good or bad; and there- 
fore, to be just, must be exactly pro- 
portionate to the deed done. But any 
thing bestowed beyond this proportion 
is nota reward, but a gift; and there- 
fore, whatever it be, either good or 
bad, must be imputed to the giver, 
and not to the recipient. “ Every 
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| good gift, and every perfect gift is 
from above.” James i. 17. “ By grace 
are ye saved, through faith ; and that 
not of yourselves; it is the gift of 
God.” Eph. ii. 8. 

And yet we are taught to seek, first 
of all, the kingdom of God and his 
righteousness; and have we not the 
promise, “* Seek and ye shall find ?” 
and will not this, i.e. the finding, be 
our reward? Most assuredly. But 
then, another question arises : What 
are we to understand by the kingdom 
of God ; for which kingdom, and for 
whose righteousness, we are to seek? 
Is this kingdom attainable by us? If 
not, why are we taught to seek for it ? 
And if attainable, is it in time or in 
eternity ? The Scriptures must decide. 

Both Jesus and his forerunner com- 
menced their preaching by proclaim- 
ing that the kingdom of God, or the 
kingdom of heaven, which is the same 
thing, Is AT HAND. Matt. iii. 2. iv. 
17. x. 7. Mark i. 15. Was this king- 
dom of God in time or in eternity? 
Verily I say unto you, That there be 
some of them that stand here, which 
shall not taste of death, till they have 
seen the kingdom of God come with 
power. He said thou art not far from 
the kingdom of God. The kingdom of 
God is come unto you. For behold the 
kingdom of God is within you. Mark 
ix. 1. Luke ix. 27. Mark xiii. 24. 
Matt. vii. 28. Luke xvii. 27. Is not 
this the kingdom of God for which we 
are taught to seek ; and which we may 
hope thus to obtain? 

For this kingdom, being set up in 
the hearts of the children of God, in- 
dividuals, by seeking, may enter into 
it; even before that time shall full 
arrive, when the kingdom of this 
world shall have become the kingdom 
of our Lord, and of his Christ; when 
he shall reign for ever and ever. Rev. 
mi. 13. 

In confirmation of the correctness of 
the above, I shall here quote a pas- 
sage from Dr. Towers.* * Since the 
kingdom of God, and the kingdom of 
heaven, are expressions, which have 
been uniformly employed by modern 
writers to designate a future world, 
the passage which follows has, by the 
unlettered reader, been generally mis- 
apprehended. I copy it, as explelihd 
by Dr. Sykes. ‘ As when trees shoot 
forth, ye see and know of your ownselves 
that summer is now at.hand; so. like- 
wise, when ye see these things come to 





* Illustrations of Prophecy. Vol. ii. p. 174, 
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pass, ye know that the kingdom of God 
is nigh at hand? ” that it will then be 
at its full growth and state of perfec- 
tion. This judicious divine has ac- 
cordingly proved at length, that those 
Jewish phrases, THE KINGDOM OF 
Gop, i.e.a kingdom or dispensation 
set up by God, and the KINGDOM OF 
HEAVEN, which so often occur in the 
evangelists, are equivalent to the hing- 
dom of the Messiah, and signify the 
dispensation of the gospel as preached 
and practised upon earth, and not a 
state of future existence, nor were 
ever thought to do so by the disciples 
of our Lord. Toa Jew, indeed, these 
phrases were familiar. ‘Thus bishop 
Kidder assures us, “that the Chalder 
paraphrast, like the writers of the New 
‘Testament, sometimes denominated 
the kingdom of the Messiah, the king- 
dom of God.” 

That the above statements are cor- 
rect, further appears from Christ’s ad- 
dress to the Pharisees; Matt. xxiii. 
13. Ye shut up THE KINGDOM OF 
HEAVEN against men: for ye neither go 
in yourselves, nor suffer ye them that 
are entering to goin. That their power 
reached to a future world cannot for a 
moment be supposed. ‘“ The mean- 
ing, then,” says Dr. Towers, “ plainly 
ts: you will not yourselves enter into 
the gospel dispensation, nor will you 
omit to practise various expedients to 
preclude others from a participation of 
its privileges.” 

If, therefore, the construction 
which has been given to the kingdom 
of God be correct, then it follows of 
course, that the kingdom of God 
which was at hand, and which has 
now come with power, and for an en- 
trance into which we are to seek, is 
attainable in this present state of ex- 
tstence. And furthermore, it follows, 
that, in seeking first this kingdom of 
God, (as also in keeping his command,) 
THERE IS GREAT REWARD. We not 
only obtain the kingdom for which we 
seek: but also, it is-the most sure 
way of being really and truly blest 
with all other needed comforts.
